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A Review of Mr Chief Justice Marshall's ' History of the 
American Colonies ' is necessarily deferred till our next Number. 
Besides a critical examination of the work here mentioned, the 
article contains a sketch of the life and public services of that 
eminent jurist. We omit, also, an article on Noyes's ' Amended 
Version of Job ; ' and another on the ' American Annual Regis- 
ter.' 

We are sorry, moreover, to be obliged to reserve for our next 
Number an article on the condition and proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Mission at the Sandwich Islands. A work has recently 
appeared in England, purporting to be an account of the voyage 
of the ship Blonde to the Sandwich Islands, under the command 
of Lord Byron. This work contains many errors and misrepre- 
sentations, particularly in regard to the American Missionaries, 
which it is the purpose of the article to point out. We would 
also call the attention of our readers to a letter inserted at the 
end of the Seventieth Number of the Quarterly Review, signed 
by Boki, a native chief, reflecting on the conduct of the Mis- 
sionaries. That this letter is a forgery, we have no hesitation in 
expressing our unqualified belief, founded on evidence, which 
will be brought forward in the article abovementioned. 
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
